Mr. Hoover and Dr. Butler 
Dr. Nicholas Murray butler, 
president of Columbia 
University, takes issue with H erbert Hoover on the nomi­ 
n e e ’s declarations concerning prohibition and national 
defense. 
In fact, Dr. lintier takes such violent issue that 
he was compelled to pen a long letter to the editor of 
a New Y'ork newspaper, taking tho Republican nominee 
to task, 
it would seem Dr. b u tler’s hope to m ake his 
letter of more than passing importance In the approach­ 
ing campaign. 
In this, however, to the man in the street, 
it would seem that he is doomed to disappointment. 
Mr. Hoover in his speech of acceptance, declared that 
"the United States must and shall be respected’’—that 
th ■ government "must and shall maintain Its naval de­ 
fense,’’ and Dr. bu tler decries the assertion by reading 
“ fear’ into the Hoover phrase where "respect" was the 
word the nominee used. 
In other wonts, Dr. butler, 
pacifist, seems opposed to Mr. Hoover’s desire to main­ 
tain a navy whirl! will be adequate at all times to com­ 
m and the respect of ail the other nations of the earth. 
To imagine the United States attempting to maintain 
a position of respect among the nations of the world 
without a navy capable of upholding the American tra­ 
dition that the seas must and shall be free all Hie time, 
is to imagine a country which has lost all respect and 
ha:s erased to have any standing In any of the foreign 
capitals. 
Mr. b utler roars against any adequate navy, 
and points to tho Kellogg peace plan, or pact to outlaw 
war. and Hoover's decision for an adequate navy. as an 
effort to carry w ater on both shoulders. 
Mr 
b u tler’s analysis of the situation Is farfetched. 
Even with every power In the world signatory to the 
Kellogg pact, I*, still would tie necessary for the United 
States, and the other principal nations, to maintain an 
adequate navy. 
On prohibition Dr. butler is as radical as he is on 
national defense. 
He criticizes Mr. Hoover's declara­ 
tion in favor of law enforcement as a delacaration for 
lawlessness and for a continuous and organized as­ 
sault. under official protection, upon tho foundations of 
the government. 
Such a declaration by Dr. butler Is en­ 
tirely misleading, and not at Ail pertinent to the case. 
The government cannot remove the amendment to the 
constitution, regardless of Dr. Butler or any other man 
of wet leanings. 
That is a task for the people. 
They 
voted In prohibition, anti they will have to vote It out. 
For Mr. Hoover to wink at law enforcement, lf he is 
elected to the presidency, la for him to violate his oath 
of office to uphold the constitution, and manifestly It 
would he impossible for Mr. Hoover to (lo such a thing. 
Dr butler has seized upon two issues of the many con­ 
fronting the people In the forthcoming election, and Is 
seeking to m ake mountains of them. 
After a careful 
perusal of his letter to the editor of the New York new s­ 
paper it seems impossible to consider it In any light, 
o ther than another scrap of paper. 
T hat Mr. B u tle rs 
letter will be completely forgotten long before the votes 
are polled in November, goes without saying. 


Home Makers Needed 
Back In the obscure pages of the newspapers, in the 
9le ct km usually devoted to m arket reports and under the 
heading of "M arine News,” appears an 
unobtrusive 
little item announcing that Miss Ivy H aw ke swam the 
E nglish channel from Cape (Jris-Nez, France, to Dover. 
She gets no more notice than a seagoing ship. 
With 
Buck meager clamor flits latest channel swimmer comes 
to both the beginning and ending of her fame. 
The real 
glory in this effort descended upon the head of Ger­ 
trude Ederie, and even she is no longer radiant in the 
limelight. 
Yet so great was the acclaim in her honor, 
th at her homecoming from Europe, after lier pioneer 
triumph of swimming the channel, was n dem onstra­ 
tion of popular emotion hardly surpassed by the wel­ 
come accorded Lindbergh.

This is because the popular Ideas shout children who 
work in the streets have been exploded or the actual 
facts bared by surveys of the Children's bureau. 
In Hie 
first place destitute children or those with poverty­ 
stricken m others are not as a rule building or mending 
their fortunes by this form of child labor, 
because suffi­ 
cient progress has been made by society in caring for 
widows, orphans, waifs, and strays, it was found that at 
most 28 per cent of the boys crying Pulper did so be­ 
cause the money was needed and that not more than ll 
per cent turned over their entire earnings to their fami­ 
lies. 
A desire to earn spending money motivated some of 
these youngsters to go into business on the streets, but in 
the m ajority of cases they went because they wanted 
to keep up with the bunch, “ Do what the other boys 're 
doing.” 
Overcrowded schools with their short days, and 
lack of recreational facilities account for many seeking 
this way of passing the time. 
The boys who are doing street work for newspapers 
and who are under sixteen years of age came under this 
survey which divided them Into two classes, the seller 
and the carrier. 
It Is apparent that the first class needs 
more supervision and that the latter benefits the boys 
rather than harms. 
Because of the extreme youth of many of the newsies, 
irregular hours, the opportunity for had company to grow 
worse while whiling nwny the time waiting for distribu­ 
tion of papers, exposure to bad weather, Irregular and 
hasty meals, and night work, regulation, lf not prohibi­ 
tion, should lie enforced according to the facts disclos­ 
ed in the survey. 
No one objects to a law which pre­ 
vents five-year-olds 
from 
selling 
newspapers in the 
streets, but in one city two children are actually doing 
if. 
Although many states have laws to protect the very 
young, from ll to 21 per cent of the newspaper sellers 
were found to be under ten years old. 
A badge system 
natter Which those having licenses ran he identified is 
proposed as making enforcem ent feasible. 
Regulation of the hours of those with badges would In­ 
sure good school attendance and no night work 
Prohi­ 
biting work 
after 6:30 p. rn. and before 7 a. rn would 
protect the boys while permitting them to profit at the 
peak of the trade. 
Very few of the parents Interviewed objected to the 
carrying of newspapers on routes and then only because 
of early hours, the weight of papers, or difficulty of col­ 
lections. 
Most of them approved of it as good training, 
developing thrift and business ability. 
Most of the boys 
who do this kind of work come from famines who are 
intelligent enough to protect them from exploitation and ! 
to guide them in reaping 
the benefits of their work. 
Usually covering a route can he accomplished in an hour 
and will not interfere with meals. 
The boys learn to 
keep hooks and profit by the cultivation of the habit of 
perform ing a regular duty. 
| 
Peddling is a class of work for young children that 
does not show up well under Investigation. 
Young sales 
m ea offer for sale ware that are advertised as sure fire, 
home-made articles, and products of neighborhood m er­ 
chants. 
They are sent out with food, fruits, aprons, iron- 
hotders, artificial flowers, cosmetics, baby dresses, or 
whatever can be concocted a t home, or perhaps bakers 
employ them to sell pretzels or doughnuts. 
It is generally thought that the itinerant bootblack has 
disappeared from the streets, but 387 were found in one 
city and 75 in another. These boys averaged about twelve 
years of age. 
They are independent young m erchants, 
roaming the streets at any hour anywhere. Come of them 
work until midnight Saturday nights. In both cities about 
half the bootblacks were found to be retarded in school 
Only 10.7 per cent in one city turned their entire e a rn ­ 
ings over to their parents, 18.2 per cent claiming eco­ 
nomic need, while in the other none said he needed the 
money. 
The statistics show that magazine sellers and car­ 
riers have the least exacting jobs. Working not more than 
twelve hours in tile busiest week, and in frequent cases 
not more than one or two weeks a month, their school 
standing is not harmed. 
It is thought that the reason that little street m er­ 
chants have been the last class of child labor to receive 
attention is because they are not required to leave school 
to attend to their business. 
Frequently legislation which 
applies to "all gainful occupations” can be evaded by 
technicalities as applying to those who are hired by 
others. 
Tile public has not been critical of this kind of 
work, because seeing tile boys at their tasks, apparently 
not over strenuous, it loses sight of the consequences. 
Unlike other occupations where Hie age of entrance Is 
becoming higher, in these lines of endeavor it stays as 
young as in pre playground days.

No bet­ 
ter name could be found to describe 
this terrible scourage. 
Statisticians 
say that one-eighth of all the deaths 
am ong humans are caused by it. 
W e have marched forward in our 
w ar against this captain. 
But in the 
United States and Canada, in spite 
of our progress, about one-tenth of the 
deaths are due to tuberculosis. 
Domestic animals fall victim to it. 
Chicken and other fowls, pigs, but 
particularly the cattle which supply 
us with m eat and milk, are common­ 
ly affected. 
Fortunately for the hum an family, 
cooking destroys the germ and germ- 
products of tuberculosis. 
Official in­ 
spection 
makes it 
improbable 
that 
m eat from infected animals will reach 
the homes, 
but should it be sold by 
some mischance, its preparation In 
cooking does away with the danger 
of Infecting the family. 
Hut when we consider milk, we are 
dealing with another question. 
In­ 
fected milk is responsible for many 
cases of tuberculosis in children. 
It. has been estimated by competent 
students of Hie problem th at IO per 
cent of the deaths from this disease 
are due to what w e call "bovine tu 
bereulosis”—that 
is, 
from 
tubercu­ 
losis transmitted through the milk 
of the cow.

hte country are institutions dedicated 
to the care of little folks who are in 
the active or quiet stages of this dread 
disease. 
It isn’t difficult to control the symp 
toms of tuberculosis provided it is re 
cognized early, and particularly if it 
is possible to regulate the diet and 
daily life of the patient. 
Institutional 
care of a sick child, in most instances 
certainly is superior to the average 
care in a private home. 
There can be no doubt that the crip­ 
pled and deformed child is better off 
in a special hospital, unless the home 
is sufficiently well-to-do to provide 
the nursing care and necessary appar­ 
atus. 
The well endowed hospitals and 
homes for children of this type afford 
better chances for restoration to nor­ 
mal, or at least to usefulness.

lived for many years in an apartment 
in the 
Hostetter hotel in 
Lisbon, 
where on mauy occasions the writers 
of these resolutions met him and Mrs. 
Billingsley and were always highly 
entertained by the Judge recounting 
important events in his life. Interest­ 
ing discussions of notable cases In 
which he had participated aud learned 
reviews of current literature.

men who had labored ceaselessly for 
15 months to bring about this peace 
pact. 
At 3 o’clock Foreign Minister Briand 
formally railed the brilliant 
assem­ 
blage to order, and 
welcomed 
lite 
plenipotentiaries on behalf of the gov 
eminent of France. He described brief­ 
ly the efforts that had gone Into tho 
making of the treaty about to tie sign­ 
ed and then called for the reading pf 
tile document Itself. 
Both the English and French texts 
were read, and although th*1 states 
men gathered about the big red horse­ 
shoe knew each word anil phrase as 
well as they knew their own names, 
they leaned forward to catch every 
one of the 800 odd words. 
First were recited the names of the 
monarchs or presidents of the 15 na­ 
tions adhering to the treaty and then 
began the actual text. 
“Deeply sensible of fluor solemn 
duty to promote the welfare of man­ 
kind : 
‘‘Persuaded that the time has come 
when a frank renunciation of war as 
an instrument 
of 
national 
policy 
should be made to the end that the 
peaceful and friendly relations now1 
existing between their peoples may 
be perpetuated; 
‘‘Convinced that all changes in their 
relations with one another should he 
sought only by pacific means and bn 
the result of a peaceful and orderly 
process, and that any signatory power 
which shall hereafter seek to promote 
its national interests by resort to war 
should he denied the benefits furnish 
ed by this treaty; 
"Hopeful that, encouraged by their 
example, all the other nations of the 
[ world well join in this humane endeav­ 
or and by adhering to the present 
treaty as soon as It comes into force, 
bring their peoples within scope of 
its beneficent provisions. 
"Have decided to conclude a treaty 
and for that purpose have appointed 
plenipotentiaries who have agreed up­ 
on the following articles: 
Article one: 
"The 
high 
comtracting 
parties 
solemnly declare In the names of their 
respective peoples that they condemn 
recourse to war for the solution of 
international controversies, and re­ 
nounce it as an instrument of national 
policy in their relations with each 
other. 
"Article two: 
.« 
"The high contracting parties agree 
that the settlement or solution of ail 
disputes or conflicts of whatever na­ 
ture or of whatever origin they may 
be, 
which 
may 
arise among them, 
shall never be sought except by pa­ 
cific means.” 
“Article three: 
“The present treaty shall he ratified 
by the high contracting parties named 
in the preamble in accordance with 
the respective constitutional require­ 
ments, and shall fake effect as be­ 
tween them as soon as all their sev­ 
eral institutions or ratification shall 
have been deposited in Washington.” 
Then followed the provisions for 
adherence of 45 other nations, includ­ 
ing Soviet Russia, and for notification 
to all the signatories when such adher­ 
ences take place. 
When the reading was finished 
Foreign Minister liriaud arose took 
from the table the pen used 150 years 
ago in the signing of the first treaty 
of friendship between France and the 
United States, and handed it to Gus­ 
tav Streseman, German Foreign Sec­ 
retary, and the first German foreign 
secretary to visit Paris in more than 
half a century, under the French spell­ 
ing “AUemagne” was the first on the 
list of nations represented, and Ger­ 
many had the honor of affixing the 
first signature. 
After Dr. Streseman finished, secre­ 
tary of state Kellogg signed the United 
States, and then tile other signatures 
were affixed in the following order:

Hymans, 
foreign 
minister. 
France—Arist id-1 Briand, 
foreign 
minister. 
Great . Britain — Lord 
Cushenden, 
(representing the foreign secretary 
Sir 
Austin 
Chamberlain), who also 
signed on behalf of North Ireland and 
India. 
Canada — Mackenzie King 
prime 
minister. 
Australia—Senator McLachlan. rep­ 
resenting the Ansi i allan prime minis­ 
ter. 
New Zealand—Sir C. J. Parr. 
Union of South Africa—J. S. Smith. 
Irish Free State—William T. Cos 
grave, president of the Free State ex 
ecutive council. 
Italy—Count Mazon!, Italian am 
bassador to France. 
Japan—Count I hida, former Japa­ 
nese premier. 
Poland—Aug st Saleski, Polish min 
Ister to France 
Czechoslovakia — Edourad Benes, 
Foreign minister. 
It required only a short time to 
sign the treaty, which virtually be­ 
comes effective at once—after ratifi­ 
cation. There is every indication that 
all the nations represented here today 
will officially approve the treaty at 
the first opportunity.

States congress is not in session, but 
it is expected that the treaty will he 
ratified when tile senate meets in De­ 
cember. 
Secretary Kellogg was elated over 
the success of the long negotiations 
and believes that tile balance of the 
world will soon accept the treaty.

Secretary Unable to Se­ 
cure Friendly Back­ 
ing of America. 


BERLIN, Aug. 27.- -Signing of Gin 
Kellogg anti war treaty in Paris this 
afternoon may be the last important 
political act of Gustav Stresemaun, 
German foreign secretary. A campaign 
has been started within the govern­ 
ment to replace Dr. Stresemann part­ 
ly on account of ill health and partly 
on account of the collapse of his recon­ 
ciliation policy. 
It is held that Germany has been 
put hack into the position she occu­ 
pied before the signing of the Locar­

According to belief in political cir 
d es the only thing that can save th* 
official life of the foreign secretary 
is agreement by the French to evaou* 
ate the Rhineland. In view of the ad.'v 
mant French attitude no one believes 
this will come to pass. 
Although Germany was the first 
nation to pledge acceptance of lh® 
anti war treaty capital Is being made 
of the news that Dr. Stresemann will 
not hold any conferences with Secre- J 
tary Kellogg while the two are in 
Paris. 
Germania, the organ of the Catholic

Stresemann in yesterday’s issue. 
The apparent hopelessness of Ger­ 
many’s effort to obtain any favors 
from the allies is held to be the main 
reason for Dr. Stresemann’s opposi­ 
tion against going to Geneva for the 
League of Nations .meeting.

to retire from baseball some fellow 
who knows more about baseball than 
you do—or. at least, who thinks he 
knows more—arises and states, “Aw, 
they got a lotta baseball left in ’em 
YET.” 
Which put one in rather a precar­ 
ious position when one wishes to bring 
up tile retirement of the 
two 
well­ 
known basella Hers. 
But Hie subject of their retirement 
is again bobbing into the public prints 
and it’s natural for a thing like that 
to he discussed—timely and all that. 
So we’ll just state facts aud you can- 
write your own ticket. We refuse to he 
drawn into an argument on Hie sub­ 
ject. 
When the breath of scandal blew 
their way It was certain that they 
would fight It and remain in the game. 
It failed to blow them out of the lime­ 
light, but Instead blew' them into more 
lucrative jobs than the scandal. Tho 
old grayheads found that scandal of 
two years ago worth nearly $100,000 
apiece to them. It came when they 
were about ready to be eased into re­ 
tirement, and they found themselves 
suddenly the heroes of the fans. As

ASKS NEW RATE 


File Proposed New Tar­ 
iffs With Utilities 
Commission. 


The Ohio Pow er company has filed 
with the public utility commission of 
Ohio as of August 3, effective Septem ­ 
ber 4, a complete revision of their resi­ 
dential and commercial lighting rates. 


It is estim ated that this change will 
make a reduction of approximately 
$400,000.00 in the annual bills of these 
customers. 
The policy of the company has con­ 
sistently been toward the equalization 
of rates for each class of service so 
that customers in all parts of hte state 
supplied by the company would have 
approximately 
equal 
rates 
for 
the 
same type of service. 
The Ohio Pow er company is a for­ 
mation of a num ber of separate utility 
companies over a period of years — 
each company having had its own set 
of sched*le8. 
This made a seeming 
discrimination 
between communities 
on the lines of a single utility which 
was contrary to the policy of the com 
pany. 
The power rates of the com 
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pany are now uniform throughout the 
state and this latest filing is a big 
step in making the lighting rates uni­ 
form as well, irrespective of the fact 
that varying property values in differ­ 
ent divisions might justify different 
rates and in many instances, consider­ 
ably 
higher 
rates. 
Equalization 
of 
rates usually m eans the reduction of 
$ome rates and the increase of others 
so th at all are placed on a like level 
for like service but so arranged that 
the net result is the sam e gross reve­ 
nue. 
In this instance, The Ohio Pow­ 
er company has gone beyond a simple 
equalization and has designed rates 
which will reduce the cost of electric 
energy to most of ital lgbting usto 
mere.

cock at the Euclid 
avenue

house, Cleveland, and on the follow­ 
ing day the illustrious deputy conferr­

George H. Burt, Lucien Hills and 
Frederick A. Morse at the Kennard 
house, and requested as an honor to 
him, the deputy, th at the temple when 
organized be named Al Koran.

Seven years ago at the convention 
of the imperial council at Portland, 
Ore., was born the movement which 
has built one of the greatest and 
broadest charities in history — the 
Shriners, hospitals for crippled chil­ 
dren. 
It has just been 
Bix years since 
the machinery wag set in motion look- 
dug to the erection cf the hospitals 
aud it has been only five years since 
the first unit received Its first little 
patients at Shreveport, La., in Sep­ 
tember 1922. 
It was determined from the first 
that the Shrlners’ hospitals should 
he free and that no fee would be 
accepted from the parents or guar­ 
dians, and that every child should 
he received on an equal footing. If 
the parents were financially able to

By 1885 the order was firmly estab 
Untied with 24 temples and a member­ 
ship of over two thousand nobles. 
Eleven years of preliminary work had 
successfully built up a fraternal ma­ 
chinery which was now ready to be 
sot in motion. Unlike many organisa­ 
tions the Shrine from the start dis­ 
played a healthy conservatism and was 
content with the normal growth which 
was bound to come to it. Surprisingly 
few dispensations or charters were re­ 
called 
There was neer any evidence 
of "promotion" methods. 


At 
the 
eleventh 
annual session 
Grand Potentate Fleming was forced 
to ask for a startling Innovation. He 
suggested that a salary be paid to the 
grand recorder. 
It is slightly amus­ 
ing to read his address to the im­ 
perial council. 
"I refer particularly to the expedi­ 
ency of appointing the grand recorder 
in regular position, under stiplated 
and fair compensation," said the grand 
potentate, "to asume all the duties of 
the office, to answer and keep on file 
all letters of inquiry and to act as 
general correspondent for the council 
iud thereby relieve the presiding offi­ 
cer of that branch."

In this day of paid secretaries and 
publicity agents this request would 
reem very moderate indeed. The com­ 
mittee on finance undoubtedly recog- 
nizd the need for it recommended 
a salary of one hundred dollars a year 
which was voted. 
Incidentally this 
was the last session of the imperial 
council which was held in New York 
City. 
The session of 1886 met at Ai 
Koran temple in Cleveland. 


The Cleveland convention transacted 
considerable business. 
The titles of 
the offices of the imperial council 
were changed; the word “Imperial 
was substituted for "grand." Samuel 
Briggs was elected imperial potentate, 
his term to be three years. 
Imperial Potentate Fleming In his 
address reviewed the dispute over the 
.emples proposed for the "Twin Cities.” 
"On June 20th, 1885,” he explained, 
"Dispensation was issued to illustrious 
deputy potentate of Minnesota, Noble 
C. M. Truman, to form and open Os­ 
man temple, at St. Paul. Subsequently 
on July 25th, I granted dispensation 
to Noble John A. Schlener, to form and 
open 
Zuhrah 
temple, 
Minneapolis. 
This exercise, or authority, dispensat- 
ing a second temple in the state, to be 
located in such proximity to that juris­ 
diction and after considerable effort 
on the part of all concerned, both in 
the state of Minnesota and the grand 
orient, to conciliate matters and pro­ 
mote harmony, and finding it impos­ 
sible to do so, I requested Illustrious 
Noble Schlener of Minneapolis to dis­ 
continue the exercise of his authority 
until a decree should be issued by the 
imperial council whereby all misun­ 
derstandings it is to be hoped, might 
be equitably arranged and harmony 
prevail."

Later when the subject of the two 
temples was reported by the commit­ 
tee on charters and dispensations, it 
was found that the committee had dis­ 
agreed. The committee’s recommenda­ 
tion was that the imperial council hear 
the 
representatives of nobles 
from 
both 
temples. 
Noble 
William 
H. 
Wright spoke for Osman and Noble 
Caleb H. Benton for Zuhrah. 
The Imperial council resolved that 
charters be granted to both temples. 
In retiring from hts office of imps 
rial 
potentate. 
Walter M. Fleming, 
who had “fathered" the order for so 
many years must have derived a satis 
faction of personal accompulshment, 
which is granted tofew men. He was 
able to say: 
"As regards the imperial council, the 
financial outlook, I am happy to state 
la in far batter condition . . . The seri­ 
ous struggle to maintain 
existence 
which it has undergone for several 
past years has ended. 
Wealth and 
stability have been the result of long 
and careful watchfulness. 
The vicis­ 
situdes of early life have been sue 
cuBsefully tided over and it now alands 
upon a foundation which promises to 
be a lasting and reliable one. 
The 
revenues of the Imperial council are 
assured if the temples of its creation 
prove loyal to the parent 
"The popularity of our already great 
order is yet in Its youth. Its lncreas 
ing extension of territory is assured.” 
Two years later, the Shrine began 
its first work of organized charity. 
Only a few months after Morocco tem­ 
ple was chartered at Jacksonville, Flo­ 
rida, a plague of yelow fever swept 
over the city. 
For a time is seem­ 
ed that the community would be al 
most depopulated. 
Officers and members of Morocco, 
combining with the Knight* Templar 
organized themselves into a relief 
corps. 
Illustrious Noble Baldwin, 
physician and the recorder of Moron-

co temple, was one of the victims of 
the epidemic. His associates, Mallett, 
Fly, Dunn and McLain carried on the 
work. Commanderies, temples, lodges 
and individuals contributed generously 
to the relief funds. 
In the same address in which the 
imperial 
potentate 
recounted 
the 
shrine relief in Jacksonville, be an­ 
nounced that the imperial council had 


giveo $500 to the relief of those who 
had suffered 
from 
the 
Johnstown 
flood at Johnstown. 
Many of the 
temples also voted contributions from 
their treasuries. 
This Idea took root 
and grew so that iii 1895 this consti­ 
tuted a part of the address of the im­ 
perial potentate: 


"During the year of 1892 while im­ 
perial potentate, I called the attention 
of each temple to the virtue of char­ 
ity, aa well as hospitality and sug­ 
gested that each temple make a spec 
tai efort to alleviate the poverty and 
distress of the worthy poor in their dlf-, 
ferent oases. 
This bore good fruit1 
and I had the pleasure of so reporting 


to the Imperial council In 1893. 
Dur­ 
ing my present official year I again re­ 
quested each potentate to enlist the 
noble-hearted members of his temple 
and engage In some special charitable 
work during the winter, In promoting 
the universal brotherhood of man, 
either by kindly encouragement or 
reasonable charity to those who need­ 
ed it. that the name of the mystic 
shrine might become as a sweet per­ 
fume in each oasis. 
Tho result ex­ 
ceeded all expectations. 


"In addition to this m agnificent rec­ 
ord of effort, there have been many 
cases wnere relief was afforded to un­ 
fortunate members of our own order 


and their families, but these deeds, 
while beautiful In themselves, are not 
emphasized because they are of ou^ 
own aud entitled to help. 


"The sum total, expended for charttf 
under the auspices of our subordinate 
temples, and In the name of the order 
of the Nobles of the Mystic Shrink 
amounts to $14,087.30. 
When carping 
criticism or captious comment derog*. 
tory to the shrine is made by new* 
papers or by individuals, let us point 
to our charitable deeds to God’s pooA 
who hath no claim upon us save thai

Foch Claims Germany 
Could Have Won War 


Commander-m-Chief of Allied Army Says Kais­ 
er W ould Have Been V i c t o r iou 9 if 
Plans Had Been Carried Out. 


DPTR LIN.— How Germany could hav<j 
won the world war has been revealed 
to her by the man who defeated her. 
Marshal Foch, commander ln-chlef of 
the Allied armies during the latter 
part of the war. 
This revelation Is made In an Inter­ 
view printed In the newspaper "Neue 
Prole Presse,” of Vienna, in which 
Marshal Foch Is quoted aa follows: 
“ You 
ask 
me 
whether Germany 
could have won the war. 
I must ad­ 
mit that I dill not expect this question, 
but I will answer It frankly." 
He thought for a moment and then 
continued; 
"Yes, Germany could have won the 
war, not only at the beginning but 
even is late as tile spring of 1U18. 
It 
could have won the war lf Its excel­ 
lent plans had been carried through 
iii a better fashion. 
Plans Failed. 
“Even today I cannotu nderstand 
how Germany, after long preparations 
for the war, could so completley fall 
In the technical execution of the stra­ 
tegic plans. It Is wholly Incomprehen­ 
sible to me, how It was possible, that 
the German General staff so complete­ 
ly neglected Its right wing.
